PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 11.~Harmony 
has finally been established among the 
principals in the fight for traction serv- 
ice, and the campaign for car reform is 
now fairly under way, due to a con- 
ference held by representatives of the 
city and State’s expert, Emil Swensson, 
today. The regulation of street traffic 
other than the street cars is to be 
begun soon, and although the establish- 
ment of through routes and re-routing 
of the entire system cannot be decided 
upon for months, the Pittsburg Rail- 
ways Co. today announces plans to re- 
route several car lines immediately. 

Work to be done in removing the hump 
and in raising the streets of the flood 
district on the North Side will Seriously 
impede the coming of tapid transit. 

Will Gtve Hearings, 

In addition to these delays the ques- 
tion as to the advisability and extent 
of the through routing of cars cannot be 
decided until prolonged hearings have 
been held by State’s Expert Swensson, 
who it has peen determined will act as 
a referee and adjudge the practicability 
of the plans submitted by the Mayor 
and his experts, and hear the car com- 
pany’s side of the case as well. 

The result of the conference between 
Mayor Magee, Expert Swensson, Fox 
and Director Morrin was the determina- 
tion that Director Morrin should pro- 
ceed with his traffic regulation with the 


| approval! of Swensson and without wait- 


ing for the passage of an ordinance. in 
councils, while the traction improve- 
ment matters will in the meantime be 
discussed by representatives of the city 
and car company at meetings at which 
Swensson will preside. 


Will Have Police Aid. 
The traffic regulations which are to 


be put into effect soon are the assign- 
ing of extra traffic policemen to keep 
vehicles moving in the same direction 
upon busy thoroughfares and to keep all 
through vehicle traffic ‘off of certain 
congested sections of downtown streets. 

Meantime the street railway company 
has placed rush orders for new cars of 
modern make, several of which will be 
placed in service next week.

Microphone Attachment Guides Ex- 
plosive Tube by Noise From 
Ships’ Propellers. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—A wonderful tor- 


pedo, which picks up sound and tracks 
it down, is reported to be in the hands 
of the British admiralty, by which it 
will be subjected soon to exhaustive 
trials. The principle of the microphone 
is utilized. 

The “torpedo with a brain,” as the 
new weapon-has been described, is fitted 
with a delicate mechanism, controlled 
ty a microphone attached to the torpe- 
do’s rudders. 

When the microphone picks up 4 
sound, it deflects the rudder in such a 
manner as to guide the torpedo straight 
to the source of sound waves. Properly

NEW YORK, Dec. i11.—Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Wardlaw, the aged aunt of Mrs. 
Ocey W. M. Snead, victim of the bath- 
tub tragedy, who has developed s0 
many mysteries in the investigation 
of the young woman’s death by the, 
authorities, was arraigned today be- 
fore Recorder Nott, in East Orange, 
N. “s on a charge of murdering her 
niece, 


The accused woman was pale and 
worn from her incarceration, but ap- 
peared composed for the deal. If 
she should be discharged by the Re- 
corder, it is said she would immedi- 
ately be arrested by Prosecutor Mott’s 
detectives and held for action of the 
grand jury. 

Mrs. Wardlaw, heavily veiled, sat 
in court beside her counse], Franklin 
W. Fort, a son of Gov. Fort of New 
Jersey. She ,seemed to resent the 
scrutiny of the crowd, which packed 
the courtroom, ‘and shielded her face 
at times with her veil. 


Death From Drowning. 


The*first witness, Sergeant Timothy 
Caniff of the East Orange police force, 
told of the discovery, Nov. 29, of Ocey 
Snead’s body in the bathtub of the 
Fast Orange house in a few inches of 
wate. 

County Physician Simmons told of his 
visit to the Wardlaw house and de- 
scribed the appearance ef the dend girl. 
He said her body was greatly emaciated 
Dr. Simmons said as tre body lay in 
the tub the girl’s head was under water. 
He told of finding a note pinned to the 
dead girl’s skirt, in which she said she 
was going to take her life. The witness 
had not performed an autopsy on the 
body, he said. 

Ceunty Physician McKenzie, who per- 
formed the autopsy, when asked if he 


could state the exact cause of death, 


saig he made an examination of the 
organs and that the lungs were con- 
gestec and death was possibly due to 
drewning. He gave it as his opinion the 
girl was alive when she entered the 
bathtub. 

Signature Is Questioned. 

In answer to further questions by 
Recorder Nott, Dr. McKenzie said 
that, judging from the condition of the 
body, the girl. had been dead from 18 
hours to three or four days. The witness 
said he found all the organs in a healthy 
condition, with the exception of the 
stomach, which he Is still examining. 

William J. Kinsey, a handwriting ex- 
pert, said that, from his examination 
of the suicide note found near Ocey 
Snead’s body, and inspection of her 
writing, he was unable to state definite- 
ly now, whether or not she had written. 
it. The pen used in writing the signa- 
had been 
used in writing the body of the note, he 
said.

In pledging themselves to Ceuncilman 
Schutz’s warfare against the Terminal 
Association’s arbitraries, members of 
the Council are regarded at the City 
Hall as morally bound to stay itn the 
fight until the end of their respective 
terms unless, in the meantime, the tolls 
are abolished. 

The resolution, by which the Council 
adopted Mr. Schutz’s policy as its own, 
committed every member but one—Mr. 
Norvell, who was absent. The rel)-call 
was taken and the affirmative vote of 
each Councilman will’ remain a perma- 
nent record te be exhibited by Mr. 
Schutz or his partisans whenever any 
of his present supporters weaken. 
Except in. matters of political policy, 
this {is the first instance for many years 
in which the Council practically has un- 
animously entered upon an ironclad 
agreement with respect to a plan of ac- 
tion. 
Opponents Are Bound. 

Even in legislation like that author- 
izing the Free Bridge, the Busch fran- 
chise, the McKinley System's franchise, 
public improvements and other more or 
less popular measures, there was a dif- 
ference of opinion and usually a com- 
promise among the Councilmen. Bven 
the Democratic majority in six of the 
eight years of Mayor’s Wedl’s adminis- 
tration was never harmonious in the 
consideration of important bills. 

With five Democrats in the Council; 
Mr. Schutz has been able to obtain with 
little opposition, an approval of his cam- 
paign against one of the most powerful 
interésts in the city. The only objections 
raised were those of Councilmen Drew 
and Davis, two of Mr. Schutz’s political 
fellows. They. however, are bound by 
their votes for Mr. Schutz’s resolution. 

Deadlock for Years Possible. 

If the Council and the Terminal Asso- 
ciation remain steadfast, it means that 
no additional terminal facilities can be 
established for the next 18 months, if 
not for a longer period. In April, 1911, 
there will be elected six councilmen to 
take the places of Crunden, Norvell, 
Fitzsimmons, Lambert, Hauschulte and 
Schneiderhahn. The remainder of the 
Council—a majority—wfll serve until 
Apri], 1913. Should they renew the pres- 
ent agreement, they would be strong 
enough, even with the new councilmen 
against them, to prevent any legislation 
in behalf of the Terminal Association 
for the next four years.

ROADS GROWS AS | 


DID HARRIMAN 'S 


Aggregate Length of Lines Un- 
der His Control More Than 
‘44,000 Miles. 


CAPITAL OF $975,000,000 





How a Leader Who “Makes 
Good”: May Control Prop- 
erties He Could Not Own. 


—— 





NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Upon the sale 
of stock control of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad to a syndicate com- 
posed of Messrs. Hawley. Yoakum, 
Campbell and. others, Wall street 
lengthened by three names Its list 
“Hawley properties.” The St. Louis & 
San Francisco controls the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois and the Evansville & 
Terre Haute, and these were the names 
added to a list which already included 
Chesapeake & Ohio, Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas; Toledo, St. Louis & Western; 
Chicago & Alton, Iowa Central and Min- 
neapolis & St. Louis. The aggregate 
length of these roads is more than 
fourteen thousand miles, and the aggre- 
gate ,of their capitalization in stocks 
and bonds is nearly $975,000,000. 

Obviously, no one man would have 
capital enough of his own actually to 
control all these properties through 
ownership of stock. They are “his” 
in no literal sense. But a man may 
control and be responsible for the de- 
velopment of properties which he does 
not begin to own, and never could. 


The Harriman Power. 

When Mr, H:.rriman died the so-called 
“Harriman stocks’’ représented proper- 
ties whose aggregate stock capitaliza- 
tion exceeded $1,000,000,000. His personal 
estate was estimated at $149,000,000. If 
half of it were in stocks (an improba- 
bly large proportion) there would have 
béen a personal direct investment of less 

$75,000,000 to control properties of 
a stock capitalization exceeding $1,000,- 
000,000. But Mr. Harriman did absolutely 
control the properties, though not, as 
may be seen, by any rights of owner- 
ship. 

Representatives of a majority of the 
capital invested in the stocks of those 
properties supported him. Though he 
never himself owned more than a small 
fraction of the total shares, a majority 
ot stockholders gave their proxies in 
support of his management. In the case 
of the two foremost “Harriman proper- 
ties,” which were Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific, Mr. Harriman, by 
virtue of this support, controlled’ the 
election of directors, and the directors 
in turn delegated vast powers to Mr. 
Harriman. He was as much a dictator 
as if he had himself owned a majority 
of the shares. 

In the cortest between Mr. Harriman 
and Mr. Fish for control of Illinois 
Central neither owned more than a 
small proportion of the stock. It was 
a question merely of which side could 
command the most prexies, and after 
Mr, Harriman had won he dictated in 
Illinois Central, 


The Hawley Syndicates. 

The “Hawley properties” are so called 
because Mr. Hawley is believed. to be 
in command of their affairs. It was a 
“Hawley syndicate’’ that bought the 
Chesapeake & Ohio, and a “Hawley syn- 
dicate” that bought the Missourl, Kan- 
sas & Texas, the syndicate in each case 
being composed of Mr. Hawley and oth- 
ers. Possibly Mr. Hawley had no great- 
er interest in the syndicate that hought 
the St. Louis & San Francisco than some 
ether members, but everybody in Wal! 
street referred to it as a “Hawley syn- 
dicate,”” because—well, because Wal] 
street insists upon having persona! lead- 
ership, whether in railroad affairs or in 
speculation. 

It will often put ideecune into a proper- 
ty, not on its judgment of the property, 
but on the speculation that the man at 
the head of it will “‘make good.” Wither 
he does, and receives credit, or does 
not, and takes the blame. A great dea! 
of speculative money followed M1. Har.- 
riman into Erie, because Mr. Harriman 


other reason whatever. 

What Wall street wants in a “leader” 
is, first of all, a record for “making 
good.” It will follow speculative suc- 
céss enthusiastically, but in its calmer 
moods it appreciates more the success of 
another and more tangible sort. A jead. 
er who “makes good” both tn his stocks 
and with his properties, as Mr. Harri- 
man did, combines unusual abilities. 
Next of interest to Wall street is the 
age of a leader. Mr. Harriman began 
his career of acquisition at the age of 
about fifty, and was 62 when he died. 
He had been prominent in the public 
mind for less than ten years. Mr. Haw- 
ley. begins at a more advanced age. He 


is already in his sixtieth year.

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 11.—A minia- 
ture mirage in a laboratory was the re- 
markable exhibition which Dr, Robert 
Wood, professor of experimental physics

members of the faculty and students. 

Prof, Wood reproduced a desert with a 
sneet of iron plate about 15 reet long, 
covered with sand, under which a series 
of gas burners were used to heat the 
sand as it is in the desert. A mirror re- 
flected the sun upon @ white sheet of 
paper at one end of the artificial desert, 
the paper serving as the clear sky line. 

When the sand got fairly hot an ob- 
server looking along its surface at 
some little piles of sand at the end to- 
ward the white paper could almost be- 
liewe that just a little way in front of 
the piles of sand there was a clear pool

FAMED AS A PUNSTER 


“Unreconstructed Rebel’ and 
Ever a Friend of the Much- 
Criticised Poe. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 7.—One of the 
sweetest singers in the English language 
was silenced last week, when all that 
was mortal of the Rev. John Bannister 
Tabb, the blind poet-priest, was laid to 
rest. Early in life one of the most dar- 
ire blockade runners of the Southern 
Confederacy, he died a soldier of the 
Prince of Peace. 

from a humble teacher of music in a 
parochial school he became a warm 
friend of Cardinal Gtbbons. Once a 
ragged prisoner in a Union army pris- 
on, he died the author of verses known 
wherever the English language is spok- 
en. Belonging to a family of Virginia 
aristocrats and Episcopalians, he left his 
State and church to become a Catholic 
priest. Although stricken blind, he nev- 
er lost his courage and continued te be 
an inimitable wit and punster, even at 
his own affliction. 

Father Tabb was born March 22, 1845, 
at the old Tabb homestead, the Forest, 
in Amelia County, Virginia. He received 
® good education at the hands of private 
tutors. At the beginning of the Civil 
War he entered the Confederate service 
as captairi’'s clerk on the Confederate 
States steamship the Robert E. Lee, 
which, under the command of Capt. John 
Wilkinson, ran the bleckade of Wil- 
mington, N. C., 21 times. 

He Is War Prisoner. 

On the first trip, under a noncommis- 
sioned officer, Capt. Knox, the vessel 
Was captured on Nov. 5, 1863, by the 
United States steamship the Keystone 
State, and young Tabb was sent with 
other prisoners to Old Lookout, Md. 
Here he made the acquaintance of Sid- 
ney Lanier, also a prisoner, and the 
two became fast friends. 

The friendship that had its blossom- 


iing as a prison flower in war days was 


destined to know no fading during the 
life of either poet, and Father Tabb 
was one of those who assembled at 
the Lanier memorial meeting at the 
Johns Hopkins University to pay a 
heartfelt tribute to Sidney Lanier’s 
genius. One of Father Tabb’s own vol- 
umes of verse was dedicated to this 
friend of his youth and mature man- 


After release from prison Father Tabb 
fought about for a means of livelihood. 
jie taught music in St. Paul’s Epis- 
copal Parochial School, in Baltimore. 
and in Racine College, Racine, Mich. 
Finally he settled upon the clerical call- 
ing and pursued a course of study for 
admission to the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. After becoming a candidate 
for orders in the Protestant Episcopa! 
Church, however, he found himself 
drawn to the doctrines of the Roman 
Catholic Church and became a member 
of that household of faith in 1872. 

He Takes Priest’s Orders. 

After two years’ preliminary study at 
St. Charles College, near Ellicott City, 
Howard County, Md., he was apopinted 
to the chair of English in that institu- 
tion, andiin 1884 took: priest’s orders. 
Since that time he had been a member 
of the staff of the college. 

Father Tabb was an inveterate pun- 
ster. Many of his students assert that 
each morning he arose with an entirely 
new group ef witicisms and humerous 
ideas, and his progress through the co)- 
lege refectory at breakfast was en- 


livened by his expressions of humorous 


oddities that left peals of laughter in 
his wake. His brilliant flashes left 
neither cut nor sting, and he was known 
to feel but two animosities. He was 
never reconciled tod the defeat of the 
Southern cause—he called himself “an 
unconstraind rebel’’—and he could never 
forgive unfriendly criticism of Edgar 
Allan Poe. 

Being a confirmed punster, no day 
passed but one or another of his pupils 
was ‘“‘punned” by him. He would meet

On one occasion he told the students 
that he intended to go to Baltimore and 
take his two weakest pupils with him. 
The younger and smaller boys vied with 
one another for the distinction, but all 
were disappointed—Father Tabb went 
alone to the oculist’s. 

When Archbishop Curtis once asked 
Father Tabb if the later had any mes- 
sage for the Cardinal, Father Tabb re- 
plied: “Yes, tell His Eminence I should 
like to have a see.”’ 

Merry Despite Blindness. 

When blindness came upon him, in 
1907, Father Tabb remained philosoph- 
ical and cheerful, bearing his cross with 
true Christian courage. So joyous was 
the spirit of the man, so strong his de- 
termination to overcome gloom with 
optimism, that even his affliction be- 
came a source of humorous comment. 
From darkness he wrote to a friend 
the following limerick, which connects 
his affliction with current events of the 
day: 

HIGH FLYERS. 
There once were two brothers 
Wright, 
Who rose in aerial flight; 
But a poet I knew 
Much higher could go, 
Vor he soared till he got out of sight. 

It is said that often in the dusk of 
evening Father Tabb stole away to the 
college muric room, where for hours 
he filled the darkness with melody. A 
brilliant performer upon the piano, his 
taste inclined much to tender minor 
chords and musical revery tnat caused 
the listening students first to pay 
breathless attention and finally to steal 
noiselessly away, leaving the old mu- 
sician alone with his melody and mem- 
ories. 

It is no wonder that a prominent “rit- 
ish literary critic some years ago placed 
Father Tabb in the front rank of living 
American poets, and a writer in the 
London Spectator, some thirteen years 
since, did not hesitate to say that the 
Rey. John B. Tabb was at that time 
one of the greatest living poets in the 
English language. Father Tabb was the 
author of several small volumes of ex- 


quisité verse.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1L.—That -the in- 
dustrial condition of the country is once 
more sane and healthy is shown in a 
compilation of trade conditions, based 
on the answers of 8000 firms made to 
letters sent out by the National Associ 


ation of Manufacturers and printed in 
the current issue of American In- 
dustries, the organ of the organization. 

To reach the result set forth in the 
tables compiled by the magazine the 
members of the association were asked 

hese questions: 

“What are present conditions in your 
trade?” 

‘What is the percentage of increase in 
business (if any) over the latter part of 
1908?” 

‘What are the trade prebabilities in 
your particular industry?” 

Every industry and trade but one re- 
ported that conditions at present were 
good, and most of them gaid they were 
excellent. Without exception each trade 
reported conditions of 1908 were ex. 
ceptionally bright. 

Legislative Curbs Decried. 

Nearly all of the great manufacturers 
in making suggestions ag to how aot 
only to increase but to maltntain the 
present prosperity, decried legislative 
curbs and the tendency which exists to 
increase the cost of raw materials. 

‘‘No more tariff tinkering,’’ was the 
cry of many more. “Don’t make mat- 
ters worse by further meddling. Don’t 
let State or national commissions and 
new laws cut into our business any fur- 
ther.”’ 

The Dayton Manufacturing Co. of 
Dayton, O., wrote: 

‘The natural impulse to increase the 
price of all raw material and the scar- 
city of good help are obstacles which 
may tend to check to some extent the 
present indications of the continuance 
of prosperity.” : 

The American Gas Furnace 
New York voiced this opinion: 

‘We discourage hasty legislation, 
either as regards a change in our mone- 
tary system or the control of trusts, 
and especially that, while we insist upon 
absolute impartiality 
we do not empower any commission ap- 
pointed by the Government to fix the 
game arbitrarily, havitig a friendly re- 
gard for railroads, with whose prosperi- 
ty the general prosperity of the country 
is inseparably linked.” 

American Shins Needed. 

Of the increase in trade which should 
come to this country through the de- 
velopment of its export trade, this is 
said by James Leffel & Co. of Spring- 
field, O., manufacturers of engines and 
boilers: 

“In go far as export trade Is con- 
cerned, two of the greatest helps that 
could come to American manufacturers 
would be the creation and putting into 
service of American lines of vessels to 
carry American goods, and the establish- 
ment in suitable and favorable sections 
abroad of American banks, or some ar- 
rangements effected whereby the ex- 
change of money and remittances could 
be effected more conveniently and in a 
more satisfactory way by our foreign 
customers.

LONDON, Dec. 2.—“An acute febrile, 
specific, infectious, and contagious di- 
sease, probably produced by many mi- 
cro-organisms,’’ was the definition of “‘a 
common cold’’ given by Dr. Seymour 
Taylor in a lecture at the West Lon- 
don Hospital. 

“Tt is,” he said, “a fever or heat 
rather than a cold, and is widely spread 
through the community owing to the 
carelessness of sufférers, and the want 
of precautions taken by others. 

“The cold confers no immunity from 
subsequent attacks, but, on the contrary, 
predisposes sufferers to subsequent in- 
vasions, and relapses during convales- 
cence are apt to occur, just as they do 
in typhoid cases. It is most frequent in 
young adults, though no age is exempt. 

“Lowered vitality is a strong predis- 
posing condition. Drafts do not cause 
the disease, but a draft which lowers 
the temperature of a body insufficiently 
clothed is often the culminating causal 
factor. 

‘Autumn is the mogt frequent time for 
epidemics, and infection is often caused 
by vapor rising up into the streets 
through the ventilating pipes of sewers.

NEW YORK, Dec. 11. 

If, as many of us have come to be- 
lieve, co-operation in business is taking 
and should take the place of ruthless 
competition—if this new order of things 
is better for capital and better for the 
consumer, then, in order to succeed per- 
manently, it must demonstrate that it 
is better for the laborer. And if profit- 
sharing, pensions, insurance and the 
like mean anything they must mean co- 
operation between capital and labor—co- 
operation in the broadest, most helpful 
and enduring form. 

Plans for profit-sharing, pensions and 
the like are not new in American busi- 
ness. They have been tried off and on, 
here and there, in various forms for a 
long time, and up to a few years ago 
many of them had fallen more or less 
short of success. It is my judgment 
that the reason for this can be found 
almost wholly in the fact that the un- 
successful plans did not embody a true, 


ation. 

A secret, perhaps almost an uncon- 
scious purpose, existed to benefit the 
business in question out of proportion 
to the labor employed in the business, 
and no such. plan having. such a pur- 
pose can permanently succeed, for the 
selfish points in it will work to the 
surface sooner or later and cause fail- 
ure, 

Is Purely Business. 

On the other hand, there can be no 
sentimental philanthropy about this 
great question. It is purely a business 
question. Profit-sharing, pensions and 
the like, from a pecuniary standpoint, 
are a profitable thing for a business 
and also for its labor or for neither. 
No American worthy of being called a 
man wants something for nothing. 

Because of the enormous growth of 
business affairs in the United States 
many business concerns have passed 
beyond the period where one man or 
even twelve men can keep a close su- 
pervision over all the branches of a 
given business undertaking. 

Now it goes without saying that no 
business will rur itself—either in its 
executive functions or in the machines 
themselves at the factory or plant. In 
all the inventions and ingenuity that 
have been brought to bear on business 
affairs in the last quarter of a century 
nothing has been found to take the 
place of the human mind. Nothing hag 
been found to take the place of a man’s 
ability to do—with a proper incentive 
behind that ability; and no such sub- 
stitute will ever be found. 

It is, therefore, of the utmost im- 
portance to American business inter- 
ests of today and tomorrow that every 
man in any given concern be so asso- 
ciated with that concern that he will 
give the best there is in him to the 
performance of the duties assigned to 
him, 

There is a vast difference between 
the work that a human being performs 
in a perfunctory, machinelike manner 
and the work that he performs with a 
keen, loyal interest in what he is do- 
ing; and in just this difference does 
success come to the individual and come 
tc a large concern, if it be so fortu- 
nate as to have a force of individuals 
who are working with this spirit. 

Means Co-Operation of All. 

If profit-sharing means anything, if 
providing for old age means anything, 
if caring for those who become ill or 
injured in the service means anything, 
it should mean the fostering of the in- 
terest of men in their work, whether 
that work be sweeping out the effice, 
shoveling coal or presiding over a great 
commercial company. In short, it should 
mean real co-operation between stock- 
holders, managers and employes. 

The management of the Interna- 
{ional Harvester Co., its subsidiary 
and affiliated companies, believing in 
these theories, set out several years 
ago to see how nearly it could come 
to applying them practically to its 
ousiness. As a result it has devised 
and put*into effect plans covering the 
following: : 

First. Profit sharing. 

Second. Insurance covering 

sickness, accident and death, 

Third. Old age pensions, 

Briefly stated these three plans 

are as follows: 

First. Profit sharing—The profit 
sharing is divided into two heads, 
the first one being a certain sum 
of money set aside by the company | 
in cash out ef its carnings each 
year, the size of the sum depend- 
ing On the size of the company’s 
profits, the percentage scale be. 
ing stated. This is for immediate 
distribution im cash among the 
men who make 4 satisfactory 
showing for the year. 

The distribution of the sales de- 
partment’s share in these profits is 
based upon two important points— 
first, increase of sales; second, re- 
duction of selling expense. In the 
works the profits are distributed for 
increased preduction, decreaseg cost, 
or a combination of both.

any one year; therefore, all are treated 
alike. 
Offered 27,500 Shares. 

Twelve thousand five hundred shares 
of preferred stock®and 15,000- shares of 
common stock were offered for sale last 
July at @ prices below the then market 
value. In addition to the regular divi- 
cends there is allowed a bonus of $4 and 
$3 respectively on each share of the pre- 
ferred and common stock each year for 
five years, the only condition being that 
a@ man must be in good standing in the 
company's service during each of these 
years, have his stock, and either have 
paid or be paying for it. In such cases 
as the men leave the company’s service 
or discontinue paying for their stock, 
the company continues placing these $4 
and $3 payments on such stock into a 
fund, and at the end of five years this 
fund will be divided among such sub- 
scribers as fully paid for the stock and 
remained in good standing in the com- 
pany’s service during the five-year peri- 
oa. . 

The result of this plan, in a word, is 
that a man begins to buy a share of 
the company’s stock at a price below 
the market value; he is allowed to pay 
for it in installments, paying 5 per cent 
interest on deferred payments; he is 
credited with 7 per cent dividends on 
the preferred stock and whatever divi- 
dends are declared on the common 
stock. | 

In addition te this, he is credited 
with, respectively, $4 and $3 per 
share, each year, on the preferred and 
common stock, and at the end of five 
year receives a further benefit by way 
of a share in a fund made up of such 
$4 and $3 deposits as are made by the 
company on account of those who do 
not continue under the plan, It will be 
seen that this offers the men an 9x- 
ceedingly, satisfactory form of invest- 
ment in the business in which they are 
employed, and gives to the company the 
great advantage of anchoring its or- 
ganization to the business. 

4300 Employes as Stockholders. 

The stock offered last summer was 
largely oversubscribed and the company 
today has over 4300 employes as stock- 
holders. 

Second, the company’s benefit plan. 
O1 Sept. 1, 1908, the Employes’ Benefit 
Association of the International Har- 
vester Co. was inaugurated. This as- 
sociation was organized for the men, 
and it is today run by the men. It is 
governed by a board of 30 trustees, 
one-half of whom are elected by bal- 
lot. The contributions are 2 per cent 
of the employes’ wages or salary, and 
the benefits derived are as follows: 

Two years’ pay for death due to 
accident, one year’s pay for death 
due to sickness and half pay for 
disability due either to sickness 
or accident, etc. 

The membership in thfs association is 
purely voluntary, and any one joining 
and later receiving benefits is not re- 
quired to waive any legal rights. That 
this may be a co-operative movement 
the company’s share in the plan is an 
annual contribution of $60,000 to this 
association provided the average mem- 
bership equals 75 per cent of the em- 
ployes in the factories and works. 
Over 75 per cent have joined, and there- 
fore the company is making its con- 
tribution of $50,000. 

The best answer as to whether the 
men approve of this association 1s 
made by stating that 21,600 people are 
contributing members to it. In the first 
14 months of its existence over $200,000 
has been disbursed in benefits. 

Third, the pension plan. The pension 
plan was inaugurated as a recognition 
of long and faithful service. All em- 
ployes 70 years of age and over who 
have worked for 20 years are pensioned; 
while employes who have reached the 
age of 65 years may voluntarily apply 
for a pension. The minimum. amount 
of pension is $18 per month and the 
maximum $100 per month. The com- 
pany has not favored higher salaried 
employes at the expense of the labor- 
ing man, 

All pensions are figured on the same 
basis—that is, on the pay a man re- 
ceives during his empleyment and on 
his length of service, therefore there

Company Also Has a 
Pension Fund and 
Spends Thousands on 
Welfare Work--All 
Purely a_ Business 
Proposition. )

are no inequalities in the amounts paid. 

All the benefits and expense of the 
pension plan are borne by the company 
{tself—no contribution of any kind or 
nature being made to this plan by the 
employes. 

The company is also doing welfare 
work. It is called welfare work for 
lack of a better name, It is as much 
a business branch of the company as 
any other division. The important 
features of this work are protection 
against injury, sanitation, health, 
educational work, charities, recreation, 
etc. 

Controlled by a Board, 

The welfare work is controlled by an 
advisory board, composed of the super- 
intendents of all of the works, who, 
through an executive committee, dictate 
the welfare activities of the company. 
Special attention is given to protection 
against injury and to sanitation. The ac- 
cident hazard can never be removed, be- 
cause of the human element; that is 
beyond the realm of possibility. There- 
fore the company is trying to arrive 
at the point where the occupation is 
surrounded with every known safeguard 
and only the man is the hazard. 

The foreman of each department is 
impressed with the fact that he is the 
one who is responsible for the safety of 
his men, and by securing the co-opera- 
tion of every one it {is hoped to establish 
a standard that will be of benefit and 
use to others. Improved sanitary condi- 
tions mean better health, and better 
health means better work—and this 
matter is having the constaiut atten- 
tion of the company’s managers of wel- 
fare. 

In the year 1908 the Harvester Co., 
spent about $100,000 in its welfare work. 
This year it will probably spend a 
somewhat larger sum. 

The company has been criticised by 
managers of other companies for mak- 
ing the plan above outlined too liberal! 
anf’ attractive. It has been said that 
the plans will be too expensive to the 
Harvester Co. and that their cost will 
be very large. 

There is no doubt of the truth of this 
criticism in so far as the cost goes. 
No concern has ever put out plans that 
involved the application of so large a 
percentage of its profits to such plans. 
But the Harvester Co. did not do this 
out of pure philanthropy. It had no in- 
tention of passing around a hat full of 
money that employes might help them- 
selves. 

Purely Business Plan. 

It went into these enterprises in a 
purely business spirit, believing that the 
plans would so knit its vast organiza- 
tion together, would so stimulate indi- 
vidual initiative, would so strengthen 
and develop the esprit de corps of the 
organization as to make it possible for 
the company to increase its business and 
its earnings—and with the spirit of be- 
ing willing to share this increased suc- 
cess with its organization. 

So far the company has every reason 
to congratulate itself on the result. In 
all parts of the company’s business, at 
home and abroad, in the office force, in 
the factories, in the sales department— 
everywhere—the average interest of the 
individual in the business is greater than 
former:y. The saving of the waste here, 
there and everywhere, is noticeable. The 
emrployes throughout the organization 
are vieing with one another more and 
more to improve their respéctive 
branches of the business. 

This means profits for the stoeckhold- 
ers, meang extra compensation in vari- 
ous ways for the employes—in short, 
mens co-operation that is real, that is 
2»eneficial to one and all.

FRAUD FOUND IN 
OILIMPORTATION 


Official Who Started to Ex- 
pose Tricks Was Discharged 
Summarily. 





PRACTICED TEN YEARS 
Government Agents Helped 
to Block Investigation at 
Gotham Port. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Furean of the Post-Diapatch. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Following the 
revelations of the customs frauds in 
sugar, cheese, lemons and other articles 
of commerce, facts have come to the 
World’s attention which prove that 
the importations of olive oil at this port 
were tainted with frauds that cost the 
United States Government more than 
$100,000 a year from 1897 to 1906, when the 
frauduient practices appear to have been 
stopped. The facts show that many 
men in the customs service, in the Ap- 
praiser’s Department and _ elsewhere, 
must have known of the frauds and 
winked at them. That the importers 
who profited by the frauds divided their 
loot with some officials both here and 
in Washington is certain, and the trail 
points convincingly to the office of one 
man whose name has been mentioned 
many times of late in connection with 
the sugar frauds. 

In no case were the men who were 
detailed to investigate the extraor- 
dinary decrease in the importations of 
olive oil, as such, able to induce the 
Government to prosecute a single of- 
fender, and when these men finally took 
the matter in their hands and arrested 
one man whom they had caught red- 
handed, they were met with a reluc- 
tancy to act In the Treasury Depart- 
ment itself, and a visible desire to be 
lenient with the offender in the De- 
paftment of Justice. As a result the 
man, though tried twice, once without 
the jury being able to agree, and again 
to be found innocent, was set free to 
go back to the trade he had built up 
through. cheating the Government. 

The trick by which the importers 
worked their ends was a simple one, 
one that would not have deceived a 
child for any length of time. It was to 
muddle up the virgin olive oil by adding 
“foots” or sediment, and then ship- 
ing it to New York invoiced as ‘‘com- 
mercial’ or ‘industrial’ oil, which came 
in duty free, while olive oil. paid 40 
cents a gallon. 

Investigator Fired. 

Bernhardt Teodor, a special agent of 
the Treasury Department, nearly un- 
raveled the tangled skein of fraud and 
trickery in which the olive oil importa- 
tions to New York were wound, and he 
was discharged without notice or excuse 
when his work was half done. He had 
been warned by importers who felt the 
weight-of his hand in his investigations, 
and found themselves face to face with 
a situation where they might be forced 
tc pay back enormous sums to the Gov- 
ernment, as well as incurring the dan- 
ger of criminal prosecutions. 

Teodor, anxious to push the prosecu- 
tion, begged the Washington authorities 
to back him up. But they were deaf to 
his appeals, and the warnings: of the 
importers that his job would soon be 
vacant came true in a strikingly short 
time. Teodor was the seventh man to 
inquire into olive oil importations, and 
the others had all failed to penetrate 
the curtain of fraud. They reported fail- 
ure, but kept their jobs. In a statement 
to The World, Teodor says: 

“About December, 1905, I was assigned 
to inquire into the importations of olive 
oil. Information concerning queer do- 
ings, in this line had reached Washing- 
ton before, and about six different men 
had been told off to solve the mystery, 
and gave it up in disgust. 

“The special agent in charge, Ralph 
W. Clayton, without whose support 1! 
could never have succeeded, said to me: 
"You'll be up against a rock, Teodor,’ 
and I answered, ‘All right, chief, let 
us blast the rock.’ Mr. Clayton replied, 
Go ahead and do the blasting.’ 

Hard Sledding at First. 

“AS soon as my investigations begah, 
[ found all sorts of obstacles placed in 
my way from both within and without 
the department. To overcome these ob- 
Stucles and get the co-operation of the 
force I had to appeal to the Collector of 
the port, Nevada N. Stranahan, who 
was able, to a certain extent, to 
Smooth the way for me. But even 
with the backing of the Collector and 
the special treasury agent in change | 
ceuld hardly make any headway for the 
first month. 

“I finally sueceeded in reaching the 
ear of one of the general appraisers, 
who gave me tremendous assistance, 
and made my way a little easier. I 
fcund that there were two grades of 
oil, imported, the commercial, which 
ccmes from Spain and Greece, and is 
unfit for human consumption, and the 
edible oil, which comes from France 
and Italy. Greece began to send large 
quantities of edible of] in 1905, and it 
Was the Greek importers mostly who 
caused us trouble. 

“The Dingley tariff permits commer- 
cial oil to come in free when under 2 
certain standard, and edible ofl has to 


pay 40 cents a gallon, regardless of 
quvality.”

MACON, Mo., Dec. 11.—Mrs. Emilie L. 
Treat of Hannibal, who has just com- 
pleted the writing of evidence before 
the Master in Chancery here, in a case 
involving the rise of $2,000,000, is proba- 
bly the best-known official woman court 
reporter in the West. Among the im- 
portant criminal trials she has ‘‘taken” 
are the Alexander Jester case, which 
lasted three weeks; the Dr. Taylor 
Jones Watson case and the Virginia B. 
Todd case, which was tried five times. 
Dr. Watson was charged with the mur- 
der of his wife. Mrs. Todd was accused 
of killing her daugitvter through jealousy. 
Then Mrs. Treat took the depositions 
at Hannibal in the Dr. Joseph C. Herne 
libel case against a San Francisco 
newspaper, a proceeding which resulted 
in Dr. Herne’s being arrested for the 
murder of Amos Stillwell. Herne was 
acquitted. 

“If I had the gift of placing on pa- 
per the dramatic scenes I have been 
close to in. a courtroom,” remarked Mrs. 
Treat, “I could tell a tale that would 
excel anything yet produced by those 
literary men who turn out the ‘penny 
dreadfuls’ for ambitious youth. Some- 
times I see the defendants in my 
dreams, tugging at the bars and shaking 
their chains; never in my waking hours, 
for I am a practical mortal, and evi- 
dence means only so many folios to me. 

Humor in Jester Case. 

“I expect the Jester case contained 
more of what you call human interest 
than any ether case I ever reported, 
but in looking back over that exciting 
trial—it occurred in 1900—I remember 
most the humorous things—not the 
ghastly. | 

“I guess you'll smile at what I re- 
member of the case, but this is what it 
was: That the little courtroom was full 
of women, who had babies that did more 
or less squawling, to the great discom- 
fort of a very dignified attorney for the 
prosecution from Chicago. He seemed 
to think it a personal affront for those 
women to have babies that cried, and 
he spoke to our good-natured Judge 
Eby about it. The Judge just smiled 
and said: 

“We'll try to make the witnesses talk 
louder than the babies.’

No Railroad Can Get a 
Monopoly. 





Tf lack of money temporarily.pre- 
vents the building of railroad ap- 
proaches to the Free Bridge on both 
sides of the river, that leading into 


the Mill Creek Valley ought to be 
eliminated in favor of the one tn Hast 
St. Louis, according to Chairman Ar- 
thur B. Barrett of the United Free 
Bridge Committee. 

This statement Mr. Barret made last 
evening to a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch in answer to Councilman 
Schneiderhahn’s announcement that 
for the lack of funds the city can- 
not buy land and let contracts for 
the railroad approach in East 8t. 
Louis. 

“T don’t concede that the city can- 
not finance the east approach,” said 
Mr. Barret, “but if that’s the situg- 
tion, we can divert the money appro- 
priated for the connection into the 
Mill Creek Valley and expend it to 
better advantage in providing an ad- 
equate inlet from the east. 

Meant to Compete With Terminal. 
“The prfmary purpose of the bridge 
was that it should gizve competition 
with the Terminal monopoly, free the 
city from exorbitant tolls on its com- 
merces and especially afford railroads 
the facilities to enter St. Louis without 
embargo. 

“To say now, even in effect, that a 
wagon bridge is sufficient, is to repeat 
the views expressed in a special report 
made by Mr. McPheeters to the Busi- 
ness Men's League several years ago. 
That recommendation was voted down 
then and it is hardly pertinent or proper 
now. 

“As the bridge is now planned, with 
a divergency north and south into pub- 
lic highways, where no railroad can ex- 
ercise any rights as against the city, 
we have protection from a monopoly on 
this side of the river, even though one 
of the three approaches ends in the Ter- 
minal’s territory. 

‘To gafeguard the east end of the 
bridge is now the paramount considera- 
tion. For that reason we could, if we 
found it imperative, spend on the east 
railroad approach what we now con- 
template expending in St. Louis for a 
connection with the Mill Creek Valley. 

“Former City Counselor Bates only 
last spring gave an opinion in which 
he held that funds from the general 
revenue can be devoted to the building 
of the Free Bridge. With that in mind, 
i.am not greatly impressed by this talk 
of issuing more bonds or postponing 
ccmpletion of a competitive bridge. 1 
think the money can be found. 

“The necessity for a long approach on 
the East Side is plain. Unless we reach 
friendly territory and plan to allow as 
many railroads as possible to use the 
bridge, it may as well be abandoned. 

Would Give First Road Control. 

“To complete the bridge with a mere 
siub of an approach would hamper ac- 
cess to it and give the first road that 
ecnnected with it practical control over 
those which came later. 

“Once we carry the bridge somewhere 
east of the lllinois tracks, however, we 
ean dictate the conditions on which it 
shall be used. We must remember that 
in the Charter there is a provision that 
ary railroad or other public utility that 
Cesires to cross the bridge must have a 
franchise. In that grant we could stip- 
ulate in what manner a railroad could 
cennect with the bridge. 

“We must try to accommodate the 
cOal carriers, because cheap and plenti- 
ful fuel is the prime requisite of our 
srowth. These roads have relatively 
small capital, and we must not leave 
them to the mercy or the caprice of the 
big systems.” 

Mayor Kreismann and Comptroller 
Taussig have expressed much c6ncern 
at the suggestion that the east railroad 
approach to the bridge be built at this 
time. They both comfend that to un- 
dertake an expenditure of $1,250,000 fer 
the purpose now would give the admin- 
istration much embarrassment. 

In the estimates for next fiscal year, 
the city will have to set aside from the 
municipal revenue about $1,200,000 more 
than was segregated during the last 
year of Mayor Wells’ administration. 

Interest to Be Met. 

The interest on the $11,200,000 of bonds 
authorized in 1996 will have to be paid 
a8 a whole for the first time next year. 
That will take $448,000. For the sinking 
fund $560,000 will be required. In addi- 
tion to those charges, there must be pro- 
vision for the new hospital, the new in- 
Sane asylum and several parks, tnclud- 
ing Fairground. These allotments will 
aggregate $150,000. If besides that large 
Sum $1,250,000 were withdrawn from the 
revenue to build the approaches, Mayor 
Kreismann saya, many other public im- 
provements would have to be wholly 
atandoned or indefinitely deferred. 

To sell more bonds, even if popular 
spproval could be oebtained, Mayor 
Aelsmann says, would bring the oity 
to within less than $5,000,000 of the con- 
stitutional limit of indebtedness and 
leave no margin for a probable issue in 
behalf of the River des Peres which 
the administration wants to convert into 
a sewer.

NO INCREASE IN TAXES 


Men in Service Cannot Provide 
for Old Age Without 
Nation’s Aid.

NEW YORK, Dec. 11. 
HERE are 150,000 men and women 
T in the Federal classified service. 
These faithful employes, as they 
become superannuated, should be _ re- 
tired on old-age pensions by the Gov- 
ernment. Today we have 5000 old men 
and old women who ought to receive 
the benefit of such a Bystem of pen- 
sions. 

The most plausible, and, I may say, 
the most effective attack that is heard 
against this proposal is that the adop- 
tion of any such measure would mean 
a cival pension, which is contrary to 
the genius of the American Republic. 
These expressions, “civil pensions’ and 
“genius of the American Republic,” are 
so filled with mystic suggestion that 
to the unthinking they are accepted as 
a final settlement of the whole ques- 
tion. They are what the whistling buoy 
is to the mariner. The sound is omi- 
neous and warns of danger. Just why or 
how a civil pension of the kind consid- 
ered here would endanger the republic, 
we, who favor it, are unable to see. 
On the contrary, we maintain that it 
would give added gtrength to the spirit 
and purpose of the republic by pro- 
viding a more practical, economice] and 
business-like methed of administering 
its affairs. 

,Let us analyze fer a moment the 
meaning of this phrase “‘civil pension.’’ 
Under some governments, particularly 
tnose of monarchia] form, when a citi- 
zen has rendered great service to the 
State he receives a money annuity for 
life, often accompanied by a title of no- 
bility. Fer instance, when the speaker 
of the House of Commons of the Brit- 
ish Parliament retires he receives a life 
annuity of $25,000 and knighthood, if 
that title has not already been con- 
ferred. When the Curies, husband and 
wife, gave to the world a few years 
ago their discovery of radium, the 
french government granted each a life 
annuity. These two instances will serve 
to illustrate how a government may 
create one class of citizens to be su - 
ported by another, a system, which, if 
adopted in this country, might in time 
have the effect of s'owly and insidiously 
altering our form of government. This 
is the fear of those who cry out against 


‘| clvil pensions, and the fear igs not with- 


out some degree of reason: 


To Deposit Percentage of Salary. 

Adoption by this Government of some 
Such plan as that proposed for the 
retirement of superanuated civil servic: 
employes is an altogether different mat- 
ter, and would in no way tend to cre- 
ate class distinctiong in the sense of 
a civil pension, as the term is commonly 
understood. The employe will deposit 
with the Government a percentage of 
the salary he receives, whieh in due 
time, will make an ample fund for his 
retirement on an annuity. This plan 
will take care of the future, but un‘or- 
tunately it does not meet the exigencies 
of the present. 

When the republic was first estab- 
lished the number of its civil employes 
Was necessarily small, but just how 
small cannot now be determined. We 
know that Benjamin Franklin, the first 
Postmaster-General, was allowed one 
clerk, and, presumably, the other de- 
partments were provided for in propor- 
tion. Consequently at that time the 
Civil Service was a smal) item of gov- 
ernmenta] consideration. As the coun- 
try grew in population so the Civil Serv- 
ice grew in numbers, and when Jackson 
became President it was of sufficient 
importance to call forth his famous “To 
the victor belongs the spoils.” In the 
first year of his administration he re- 
moved 990 officers, although his prede- 
cessor, John Quincy Adams, in four 
years had removed only two. There- 
efter the dominant political party chose 
its own Civil Service employes, so that 
with the change of administration al! 
or nearly all of the officers were 
changed. This condition continued for 
60 years under what was termed the 
“spoils system,” until] 18%, when the 
present Civil Service law became ef- 
fective. 


Under this law all appointments in 
the classified Civil Service are made 
through the Civil Service Commission 
after examination of the applicant for 
educational and physical qualification 
end without political consideration. Dis- 
missals from the service can be made 
only upon charges, which the aceused is 
permitted to anewer. The effect of this 
law in the 25 years of its existence has 
been that a very large number of em- 
p:oyes who were in the service when it 
became operative have held their places. 
The total number of employes now in 
the classified service is about 160,000, 
and of these about 5000, as I have seid, 
are old men and women—#, 70, 80 years 
old. It ts for these that immediate pro- 
vision is sought from the Government. 


Expense to Taxpayer No Greater. 
This brings us to the expense a 
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in this report that the loss to the Gov- 

ernment through the superannuatien of 

its employes is estimated at $1,200,000 an- 
nually. 

Taking these figures as a basis, the 
net cost to the taxpayer would be about 
$900,000 a year for a period of forty 
years. But if the present system is per- 
mitted to remain, as time passes the 
loss through superannuation will in- 
crease rapidly, and at the end of forty 
years, instead of having paid $32,000,000 
for retiring superannuated employes, 
the taxpayer will expend double or 
treble that sum for seeping them in 
office. The loss or gain to the taxpayer 
cannot be given in dollars and cents, 
but he will be amply compensated by 
the increased efficiency in the public 
service. 

Just one example to explain the term 
‘Noss by superannuation.’’ Say we have 
a letter carrier who has been in the 
service 3% years. Letter carriers are re- 
quired to walk from ten to twenty miles 
oc day, carrying their sacks, which often- 
times weigh as much as 75 pounds. This 
eld carrier begins to break. The dis- 
tance and the weight of the load are re- 
duced from time to time, until at last 
one or two miles a day with a load of 
10 pounds is all he can bear. He still 
receives full pay, $1200 a year, although 
he is performing only about one-fifth 
service, and frequently not that much. 
Multiply this instanoe by 10 and it will 
be scen that the Government is paying 
$12,000 for $2490 worth of work, a loss by 
superannuation of §9600. When we ex- 
tend these figures from 10 employes to 
6000, the number of such cases as are 
now estimated to exist in the classified 
service, the enormous loss to the Gov 
ernment is evident. 

It may fairly be held that an estab- 
lished provision for old age to the Gov- 
ernment employe will attract the more 
competent to its service, and, if this pro 
vision be made to reward the employe 80 
as to retire him upon the basis of his 
compensation during his entire period of 
service, as is now contemplated, it will 
be an tncentive to work for promotion. 
The greater the salary the greater will 
be the annuity. 

Nearly all the civilized countries fn 
the world, and all the leading countries 
except the United States, have adopted 


civil service employes. Several of the 
larger cities—New York, Chicago and 
Washington—have made provision for 
retiring their policemen, firemen and 
school teachers. The fact that many of 
the leading corporations in this country 
have made similar provision establishes 
the business value _of the plan, so that in 
seeking retirement of superannuated 
employes of the Federal Government we 
are following the trend of the times. 

The humanitarianism of the move- 
ment is obvious. Though it is some- 
times urged that when an employe be- 
comes unfit he should be dismissed from 
the service, the strength of American 
sentiment is against so harsh and unjust 
a course. 

Example ef Atavism., 

I remember that some years ago there 
stood on Pennsylvania avenue in Wash- 
ington, day in and day out, rajn or 
shine, an old man selling maps of the 
city. His continued calling ‘“‘Maps of 
Washington, Washington maps,” in a 
high, piping voice, jarred the ear of the 
passer by. He had been an accountant 
in the Treasury Department for 60 
years, but when he became blind, he 
head to wo; there was no place for him' 
His savings had been lost in an unfor- 
tunate investment, and the only way 
hé could cling to the few days of life 
remaining for him was to become a 
street supplicant. Will any taxpayer 
in the nation gay that was fair treat 
ment for an old and faithful servant of 
the people? Did it not savor of ata- 
viem, leading back to the uncivilized 
races who killed their old people to be 
rid of the burden of feeding them?

answer is that we wish it might be 8°. 
But, as the average salary in the clas- 
sified service is only a little more than 
$1000 & year, it is the exception where 
this is more: than sufficient to meet 
the demands ef the ever-increasing cost 
of living. 

Now, to sum up. The passage of @ 
law providing for superannueted civil 
service employes would not be con- 
trary to the spirit of our Government. 
The burden placed on the taxpayer by 
such @ law would not be any greater, 
or even so great, as he has to bear 
under the present system. It is im- 
practicable, if not impossible, for the 
civil service employe to provide for 
his own retirement without Government 
assistance and supervision. 

This movement is now being supP- 
ported and urged by the United States 
Civil Service Retirement Association, an 





most insurmountable opposition, and 
now has the matter before Congress. 
We are assured that if the people can 
be made aware of the existing condi- 
tions the relief sought will speedily be 
granted. 

On behalf of the United States Civil 
Service Retirement Association, we 
have asked that the movement receive 
the consideration of the National Civic 
Federation. If they will give their 
strong helping hand the fight will be 
won. 








Every Class of Savings Deposits In- 
creased in a Year. 

From Consular Reports. 

A report from the Irish Department of 
Agriculture indicates an appreciable im- 
provement in Irish thrift. In June, 1908, 
as compared with a corresponding 
period in 198, there was an increase of 
approximately $9,400,000 in deposits in 
Irish joint-stock banks and of aboeut 
$2,900,000 in savings bank deposits. 
The increase in postoffice deposits on 
Dec. 31, 1908, compared with Dec. 31, 
1907, was $102,500, while the increase in 
Government fund, India stock invest- 
ment, etc., on which dividends are pay-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—‘‘The big lit- 
tle man” is what they call Philander 
Chase Knox, Secretary of State, wh) 


through all the 56 years of his life has 
been carrying a chip, if not on his 
shoulders, at least somewhere about 
him. 

As a matier of fact, there is no logica! 
reason to suppose that a five-foot-two 
man, even 2 statesman, who wears }215 
hat at a careless angle, keeps hi¢ hands 
in his pockets and smokes constantly 
without removing the cigar for a puff, 
is belligerent. And when one goes into 
the barn-like room of the Secretary of 
State and, after a search, finds the Sec- 
retary sitting on the back of his neck 
in a chair built for a much larger man, 
looking up with the sleepy eyes of P. 
C. Knox, any ‘ndication of force of char- 
acter seems imy-ossible. 

Kyes Not Always Sleepy. 

A vague inquiry bores the Secrecaiy 
of State: It indicates to him that the 
visitor does not know just what he 
wants and Mr. Knox settles a little 
furiher into the enveloping chaitc and 
grunts. The fighting spirit does not aj- 
pear’ until someone rubs against the 
ecrcealed chip. Shen the sleepy eyes

Mr. Knox has been “scrapping’’ all 
his life. He started in at school and, 
being small for his age, was regularly 
whipped. When Mr. Knox was Attor- 
ney-General of the United States he 
tried to pass a quiet few days at At- 
lantic City. Seated in a restaurant on 
friends, among 
them Mrs. Knox and other ladies, h« 
was disturbed by the unconventional 
language of some other Pittsburgers at 
a near-by table. Mr. Knox sent a pol‘te 
request that the noise and profanity 
stop. This was conveyed by a waiter 
who returned, followed by a Pittsburg 
iron manufacturer, six feet two or

three, and fired with wine and iadig- 
nation. . 

Mr. Knox quietly asked that the ladies 
take a stroll on the Board Walk, which 
they did, and then the “big little man” 
started in to clean up things. Physi- 
cally, he was outclassed, Friends rushed 
to the aid of the iron manufacturer, but 
Mr. Knox also had friends, one 
them being a member of the Circuit 
Court who had been pining for exercise. 
This friend put all the pent-up longivg 
into three or four blows and things 
quieted down. 

Wins Chain of Victories, 

In the-Northern Securities case, when 
Knox was Attorney-General, he 
made preparations that passed over al! 
party lines and that resulted in an un- 
interrupted chain of victories through 
the courts. He selected lawyers every- 
where in the United taStes whom he 
knew, without regard to whether they 
were Republicans or Democrats. He 
was fighting again. And at that time 
the comment was made that Mr. Knox 
was a most careless and probably in- 
effective official, as he lounged across 
Lafayette Park to the White House 
with his hat insecurely set at an angle 
and his hands in his pockets. 

Zelaya, in the Knox mind, is a de- 
generate disturber and has become a 
murderer. With quick perception the 
Secretary siezed upon the admission of 
Zelaya that Cannon and Groce, the 
Americans killed by Zelaya, were offi- 
cers of the revolutionary army.

Is Too Near Coast for 
New Records. 





ROW IN AERO CLUB 


Insurgents Trying to Get Con- 
trol of the New York 
Organization, 





By Leased Wire rom the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Cortlandt Field 


Bishop, president of the Aero Club of 
America, came down from Lenox, Mass., 
this morning for ene day’s stay. No 
one at the Aero Club knows anything 
of any intention on the part of anyone 
to begin injunction proceedings to pre- 
vent the award of the aeroplane con- 


tests to St. Louis. That mater is as 
yet in abeyance. 

The impression has always been 
strong here that the internatioral speed 
contest for the cup won by Glenn Cur- 
tiss at Rheims last August will be held 
in New York, despite the fact that the 
weather bureau reports show New York 
to be the least desirable spot in the 
country for aeroplane flying. The av- 
erage wind velocity here is 13 miles an 
hour, and even during the summer 


below eight miles an hour. 

When Glenn Curtis} was making his 
flights over the Hempstead Plains pre- 
paratory to going to Rheims, he found 
the only available time for flying to be 
between 4 and 8 o’clock in the morning 
and just before sunset in the evening, 
but despite all this people who are in a 
p: sition to «now seem confident the 
contest will come--here. 

May Go Farther West. 

The balloon race will go West farther 
than St. Louis if Kansas City or Omaha 
can be induced to make bids. The rea- 
son of this is to give room for a greater 
flight. Experience has shown that un- 
less the balloons can be induced to take 
a northeasterly course from ‘it. Louis 
so as to bring them over New York 
State, avoiding the great lakes, the pres- 
ent records cannot be bettered. 

At the office of the Aero Club it is 
not thought likely the matter of thak- 
ing awards of the two international 
events will be taken up for at least 
a month yet and probably longer. The 
club happens to be at present in the 
throes of a bitter fight between the ad- 
ministration and outs, led by Lee 8S. 
Burridge. The club is a regularly in- 
corporated body, with five stockholders, 
who are all directors, and therefore 
have entirely in their hands the elec- 
tion of officers. 

Some six weeks ago when it came 
time for the annual election, the insur- 
rection broke forth. An opposition ticket 
to that of the administration was pul 
in the fieid. 

The insurgents sought an injunction to 
prevent the use of proxies by the oppo- 
sition, but it was denied, and the ad- 


Field Bishop, was easily successful. This 
election was only a matter of form as 
the members, instead of actually voting 
for the two tickets, merely ‘‘indicated 
their preference.”’ 

Insurgents Still to Act. 

The Burridge fatcion, however, has not 
quit fighting, and is now ready to ask 
a writ of injunction to prevent the of- 
ficeholders from appropriating or using 
any of the funds in the treasury until 
a full accounting of money already col- 
lected in the way of initiation fees, dues 
and profits from aeronautic events has 
been made. When the fight began it was 
regarded as more or less of a trivial af- 
fair, but it has now become exceeding- 
ly bitter and promises to be fought out 
to the end with a possible schism as 
the outcome. 

If a break comes it is not impossibie 
the seceding element may ally them- 
selves with the American Automobile 
Association, which has for some time 
been considering a plan to so enlarge 
its scope as to take in aviation, to the 
end that there may be a national aero 
club whieh will be national in fact as 
well as in name, 

If this plan should develop the affili- 
ated clubs outside of New York would 
be recognized and given memberhsip in 
the board of governors and votes on all 
matters pertaining to aviation, such‘ as 
the award of tournaments or trials. 

Plan to Choose Pilots. . 

According to the present plans of the 
Aero Club of America, it is intended to 
choose the pilots for the international 
balloon race by elimination — trial 
instead of the directors of the 
Aero Club making the selection. This 
will give St. Louis a chance for a bet- 
ter representation in the matter of pi- 
lots than could be secured by the ap- 
pointment method. With all the eligi- 
bles St. Louis can put into the con- 
tests it would be considered hard luck 
indeed if at least twod did not qualify. 
These elimination trials may take the 
place of a regular championship tourna- 
ment next year.

Col. Laird said the barrel was 
plenty long enough with the right 
kind of a man behind it and Sergt: 
Sears said it wasn't any such thing 
and they had it back and forth that 
way until Col. Laird suggested that 
they shoot it out—af a target. Sears 
was “game,” and they went to the 
nearest “one gallery and opened 
fire. 

Laird Dente the Expert.

But. he has been practicing with it 
since the shooting match, determined to 
find out how Col. Laird did it and yes- 
terday he made a perfect score. So he 
thinks perhaps it is all right after all. 

Col. Laird says the barrel is as long 
as can be conveniently carried and that 
there are other features which make up 
for any advantage that there might be 
in a longer barrel. He likes particular- 
ly the safety device, which makes it 
sure that the weapon will never be dis- 
charged until the man who caries it 
Wants it to.

tained inflammatory libelous articies. 
Fully 7000 copies were seized. 

One of the articles to which the police 
take exceptions is by Elizabeth Gurley 
Fiynn of Seattle, 19 years old, who 
Thursday was sentenced for. three 
months for conspiracy to incite a riot. 
She has appealed. Her story is similar 
to letters she wrote to a Seattle labor 
publication, which was suppressed, and 
to the Appeal to Reason. It contains 
unprintable charges concerning the con- 
duct and lunguage of the police who 
had her in custody for violating the 
“street speaking’’ ordinance prior to her 
arrest on the conspiracy charge. 

Injunction Is Sought. 

The Chief of Police and Prosecutor 
Pugh state positively that their order 
that no more of the papers be printed 
will be enforced. et for an in; 
junction to compel the organization to 
stop printing the paper has been filed 
and similar proceedings were instituted 
against the printing company. 

The printing company was informed 
early this morning of probable police 
proceedings, but printed the paper un- 
tl’ they were officially ordered to stop. 
The form has now been taken from the 
press ard no attempt is being made to 
use it.

The North American Co. of New Jer- 
whici owns the United Railways 
Co. and the Unien Electric Light and 
Power Co. of St. Louis, is being dis- 
cussed In banking circles in Milwaukee 
as the holding company for the Stand- 
ard Oil properties, according to press 
dispatches. 

The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, in a decision handed down in 
St. Lcuts, ordered the dissolution of the 
Standard Of] Co. If this decision ts 
upheld by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, the Standard Oil Co. will 
have to relinquish control of its sub- 
sidiary corporations, which are specific- 
ally forbidden to pay to Standard Ol! 
any dividends or to permit it to exer- 
cise.any authority whatever over them. 

The Standard QOll Co., and even its in- 
dividual directors, against whom the in- 
junction was issued,‘ are also forbidden 
to form any other similar corporation 
to hold the stock of the subsidiary com- 
panies, the effect of which, according to 
lawyers, would be to prevent any hold- 
ing company from obtaining contfol of 
the corporations now under Standard 
Oil ownership. 

Originated in Milwaukee. 

The story that the North American Co. 
contemplates taking over the Standard 
Oil properties originated in Milwaukee, 
the home of John I. Beggs, one of the 
principal stockholders in the Nerth 
American. Mr. Beggs refused to discuss 
the matter, according to dispatches. 

A St. Louis director of the North 
American Cod. told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night he had never heard of 
such a deal. 

Discussing the North American Co. 
and the situation in St. Louis with re- 
spect to the sale of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. to a local syndicate, Mr. 
Beggs said: 

‘The charter of the North American 
Co. is very broad, and is considered 
ene of its valuable assets. But there is 
no significance in the increase in the 
price of its stock: 

Terms of Laclede Salc. 

“The story printed in St. Louis that.I 
was responsible for the retirement of 
C. W. Wetmere.as prepident of the 
North American Co. and the election 
of James Campbell as: his successor is 
not true. Mr. Wetmore has -been 
seriously sick since last May, with the 
result that the North American Co. 
was simply drifting along. 

“T opposed the sale of Laclede Gas at 
the terms proposed by Wetmofe, be- 
cause, it was purchased a few years be- 
fore from Emerson McMillan at par. 
He was offering only 94 for it. The 
company’s distributing system had heer 
greatly improved, it was paying 6 wer 
cent, and I organized a new syndicate 
to purchase it. We offer $3.50 a share 
more than McMillan was willing to »ay 
and got the property. This was a clear 
gain of $400,000 to tne North American 
Co. 

“The deal involved $7,500,000 and the 
money thus paid for the Laclede Gs 
stock will be used to support the prop- 
erties still held by the North Ameri- 
can. That..company has $2,500,000 of 
notes maturing a year from next May 
and they must be taken care of.”

SURGEONS SKEPTICAL 


Advisability of Using Anes- 
thetic in Maternity Cases 
Doubted by Some. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Dee. 11.—In the morn- 
ing there will flutter out of Manhattan 
and across Jersey to the city of Penn a 
wondrous bird. It flutters on noiseless, 
nerveless, painiess wings, for it ac- 
companies the Roumanian scientist 
Prof. Thomas Jonnesco. It is the same 
old stork that all humanity has known 
for all time and that President Roose- 
velt feared was going out of business 
in America, but it has a new name. Its 
name is stovaine. 

On Thursday last the Post-Dispatch 
told how Prof. Jonnesco had said im 
the Post-Graduate Hospital that when 
the new stork went to a home his 
flight was rapid and was a “blessing 
to motherhood.”’ 

At the Hotel Knickerbocker Prof. 
Jonnesco confirmed this statement to- 
day. 

“I am confident,” he said, ‘that it 
is destined to bring joy into millions 
of homes where now the alighting of 
that sacred bird that you Americans 
call the Stork brings sometimes sorrow 
and anguish.”’ 

Boon to the Poor Mother. /,. 
Nowhere did the announcement that 
the new anesthetic was as useful in 
childbirth as in any surgical operation, 
create more’ discussion than at Belle- 
vue Hospital—that great center of suf- 
fering and sorrow for the poor. All 
the surgeons had read that, in the Post- 
Graduate and other hospitals, men had 
undergone difficult operations, fully 
conscious after stovaine had been in- 
jected; but that stovaine would remove 
the dread that hangs over the lives of 
sO Many women was a surprise. 

In fact, there seemed to be doubt 
about the advisability of trying the new 
anesthetic in maternity wards until it 
had been thoroughly tried and approved 
elsewhere. 

“Pain has always been considered a 
nacessary adjunct to the initiation into 
life of new candidates,’ said one sur- 
geon “I am not sure that it is not 
still so. Certainly, the mortality in op- 
erations where stovaine has been used, 
resulting from after effects and shock, 
has been greater than in those cases 
where ether and chloroform are used. 
I think that Dr. Woods Huntchinson 
sized up the new anesthetic rightly. 


Nausea Frequently Oceurs. 
“He pointed out that, aithough Dr. 


Jonnesco’s paper asserted that nausea 
occurs in only 2 per cent of cases, three 
of the four cases in one day showed 
signs of nausea. Dr. Jonnesco said that 
the pulse is usually normal in rapidity 
and strength. In two of the four pa- 
tlents that were operated on here it 
Was markedly weak.”’ 
Dr. Hooker, in Bellevue, was of the 
opinion that, if all thae was claimed 
for the new stork was true, it would 
take race suicide out of the possible 
campaign planks of political parties, 
and be a source of happiness to millions 
of homes. He said it had not been tried 
in the Bellevue Maternity ward. 
At the Maternity Hospita] of the Ly- 
ing-in Society, the superinterdent 
smiled slightly at the idea of changing 
the name of the faithful old bird that 
for so many years has built his nest on 
the high roof of the building, but said 
thet if all claimed for stovaine were 
true, no one would be more enthusiastic 
than the doctors in his and kindred in- 
stitutions. 

Dawn of Transformation. 
Dr. William L. Keene of Chicago, who 
came to New York to attend the opera- 
tions, where stovaine was used, said: 
‘T was surprised when Dr. Jonnesco 
paused in an operation to say: ‘In cases 
of child birth stovaine decreases the dis- 
ecmfort of the patient and Increases the 
rapidity with which the new citizen en- 
ters the world.’ 
“IT had been carefully watching the 
voung men under the effects of the an- 
esthetic and I had noticed that, though 
they smiled and talked with the doc- 
tors operating on them, they 41d not 
move their bodies or legs below the cen- 
ter of the back. That gave me the im- 
pression that their bodies were para- 
lyzed below the point of injection. 

“T had thought of the blessing of sto- 
vyaine to motherhood, but this discour- 
aged me in the thought that it might 
be useful in that way. 
man who had 
given a history of epilepsy was being 
operated on I noticed that, while he suf- 
fered pain, his body was not entirely 
paralyzed, for his. feet moved spasmodi- 
cally. Now the flight of the stork is 
automatic, and dors not depend upon 
consciousness. Therefore Prof. Jonnes- 
co’s claim may .easily be true, in which 
case we are at the dawn of the trans- 
formation of one of earth’s saddest 
hours into one of comfort and happi- 
ness for the one most concerned.” 

Benefit to Womanhood. 

Dr. Cariton Simon, who is credited 
with having Giscovered the sleep cen- 
ter of the brain, was optimistic about 
the benefit to~womanhood. 

“Injections into the spine have caused 
a great deal of interest in the last rew

For 
the last few years many diseases have 
been treated successfully by injection of 
fluid into the spinal canal and as well 
by’ the removal of fivids that have 
gathered there and which by comopres- 
sion produce a variety of symptoms. 
Patient’, Safety Chief Aim. 
“The atm of the surgeon is to obtain 
the maximum of result with the mini- 
mum of danger to the patient and the 
mortality due to general anesthesia 
and shock and bad after effects is one 
that has engaged the attention of medi-

Taps Lines in Illinois.

‘They are the 
Iilineis Central, the Louisville & Nash- 
ville, the Baltimore & Ohfo, the .Van- 
dalia-Pennsylvania system, the Clover 
Leaf, the Wabash, the Frisco, the Rock 
Island, the Big Four-New York Central 
system, the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, and the Chicago & Alton. 

The suggestion was made to Mr. Moore 
that the Illinois Central, the Southern 
and the Louisville & Nashville, all own- 
ers of great coal ficlds, might be dis- 
posed to withhold their coal shipments 
from a rival of the Terminal. 

“I dg/not think so,’ he replied, ‘‘be- 
cause I believe the coal afbitrary in- 
stantly will be abolished when our line 
begins operation. Railroads are given to 
bluster, up to the last minute, and then 
have a habit of surrendering.

Terminal to Have Rival. 

Within the City of St. Loulfs Mr. 
Moore's plan is to’ organize what wil! 
be in effect a second terminal assoc!i- 
ation. Trains from the belt line will be 
landed from ferries upon tracks at the 
foot of Utah street. Under a franchise 
granted to the Manufacturers’ Railway, 
tracks will be. constructed. south to 
Broadway and Osceola street, and west 
on Osceola street to Grand avenue, 
‘where $3,000,000 passenger and freight 
depots are to be constructed. 

There will\be a tunnel.under the city 
from Utah street to Missouri avenue, to 
avoid the grade which rises from 36 feet 
at Utah street to 98 feet at Chippewa 
street. The route will have to be filled 
in across the depression from Missouri 
avenue to Piedmont avenue. Then a 
second tunnel will be excavated from 
Piedmont avenue to the station at Grand 
avenue and Osceola street, to escape an 
elevation which rises to 111 feet at Grand 
avenue. . 

With an inlet to the city from the 
eust and terminal facilities within the 


Moore's campaign is to provide an in- 
let to St. Louis from the southwest. A 
franchise permits the . Manufacturers’ 
Railway to continue its tracks 
Grand avenue wert to Eighteenth street, 
southwest to Loughborough avenue and 
Morganford road, and south to the city 
limits. 

Hiow to utilize this franchise has oc- 
casioned much worry to the Busches. 
August A. ‘Busch had in mind, Mr. 
Moore says, an interurban trolley sys- 
tem. Mr. Moore showed that such a 
system could not produce profits on the 
investment for building a line to the 
city limits, and advised that a new 
trunk line to the Southwest be organ- 
ized. 

Considerable investigation was made 
by Mr. Moore to find a group of rail- 
roads in the Southwest ‘“‘suffering from 
localization,’”” ds he phrases it, or, in 
other words, possessing no outlet to 
great gateways like St. Louis. 

He found the desired conditions in 
three railroads which radiate fan-like 
from the rich oil fields in Western Ok- 
lejomaj running north to tap the Kan- 
Sas wheat fields, west to the Oklahoma 
farming lands, ana south to the Texas 
cotten plantations. These roads are the 
Fort Smith &- Western; the Midland 
Valley an@ the Missouri, Oklahoma & 
Gulf, 

To the presidents of ther: roads Mr. 
Moore has proposed merging them into 
the Midland Pacific Railroad, in which 
the Busch interests would be controll- 
ing. For constructing a new line from 
Fort Smith to St. Lonis, 100 miles and 
four hours shorter’ than any existing 
route, the Busches will. underwrite the} 
expense. They will also build 4-100-mile 
extension from El Reno to Thorpe, Ok., 
to a junction with the Kansas. City, 
Mexico & Orient ‘Railway; the Pacific 
coast terminus of which is at Topolo- 
bampo, Mexico, on the Gulf of Califor- 
nia. This connection would give St. 
Louis a direct line to ‘Topolobampo, 
said to be 1000 miles nearer Hawali and 
the Orient than San Francisco. 


Frick Favors Merger. 

Mr. Moore has approached Henry C. 
Frick, principal owner of the Fort Smith 
& Western, and says he has assurances 
of support in his plans from the Pitts- 
burg steel magnate. The Midland Yal- 
ley, he says, will offer no opposition 
to the merger. But he anticipates dif- 
ficulty with the Missouri, Oklahoma & 
Gulf Railroad, the headquarters of 
which gre in Kansas City and the offi- 
clals of which would prefer to see Kan- 
sas City its gateway to the north and 
east rather than St. Louis. 

The man who is the author of these 
vast plans, involving an expenditure of 
$50,000,000 ind the final emancipation of 
St. Louls from the bridge arbitraries 
which have hampered its development, 
is 48 years old. He was born in Bloom- 
ington, Ind., and was graduated from 
the Indiana State University. Although 
trained as an engineer, his employment 
with railroads has placed him in close 
touch with the financial and executive 
departments, 

His first job was as assistant cashier 
in a freight office at Bloomington. In 
1890 he became agent for the Louis- 
ville Southern, now part of the South- 
ern railroad. In 18% he was freight 
agent in charge of the terminals of 
the Chicago & Alton at Peoria, and 
gained a thorough knowledge of the rail- 
road situation In and about St. Louls.

HAS $1,000,000 
CROP OF CORK 


- es 
Missouri’s Production Is of 
Greater Value This Year 
Than Ever Before. 


Special to the Post-Disp.itch, 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec. 11.—Migsour! 
has this'year produced the most valu- 
able corn crop in her history, not ex- 
cepting the record-breaking crop of 1902, 
estimated at 307,364,000 bushels and worth 
at the prices then prevailing $97,039,000. 
The value of the present crop reaches 
$114,844,044—an average of one million dol- 
lars’ worth of corn for each county in 
the State. 

The foregoing facts are brought out in 
thee December crop report for Missouri, 
issued today from the office of George 
B. Ellis, secretary of the Missouri State 
Board of Agriculture. The report fol- 
lows: : 

Corn. The total yield of corn for the 
present year is 197,714,946 bushels on an 
estimated acreage of 7,206,396, the aver- 
age yield per acre for the entire state 
being 27.4 bushels, as compared with the 
ten-year average of 28.8. 

The season of 1909 opened auspiciously 
for a large crop. The original acreage 
was 7,873,490 as compared with 7,205,396 
acres planted in 1908, and seldom has a 
crop started in better shape. In 1908 the 
flood loss reduced the corn area to 
6,487,865 acres. The 1909 loss by floods 
and overflows is placed at 581,574 acres, 
leaving the corn acreage for the present 
year, 717,531 acres greater than last year. 
More than one-half the flood loss of the 
present year was in the northwest sec- 
tion of the State and the high water 
there, as elsewhere, came when the séa- 
son was so far advanced as to make 
replanting impracticable. 

A continued and wide-spread drouth, 
which prevailed throughdut the State 
aguring August and which was especiaily 
severe and prolonged in the southwest 
section, reduced the condition of corn 
from §8 per cent on Aug. 1 to 66 per cent 
on Sept. 1, a loss of 22 points in thirty 
days. But for this disastrous drouth 
the corn yield for 1909—greatest in value 
—would have been, im bushels, second 
only to that of the ‘“‘bumper’’ crop of 
1992. 

The quality of the present year's corn 
crop is 77.6 as compared with 81 last 
year. The poor quality is due largely to 
the drouth which checked the growth of 
the corn when it was in the most criti- 
cal state—the ‘roasting ear period.”’ 

The farm price of corn this year 
ranges generally from 50 to 6 cents per 
bushel, higher prices prevailing in a few 
of the drouth-stricken counties in the 
southwest section, where a limited num- 
ber of correspondents report corn selling 
at from 6 to 75 cents per bushel. ‘The 
average farm price for the entire State, 
as reported by all our correspondents, 
is 68.1 cents wer bushel, or 2.1 
cents more than last year, and 13.1 cents 
above the 1907 price. A significant fact 


is that not one correspondent reported 
the present farm price below §& cents a 
bushel.

NEW YORK, Jec. 11.—Walter Rutt 
of Germany, and “Jackie’’ Clark of 
Australia, won the annual six-day bi- 
cycle race at Madison Square Garden 
tonight from an exhausted and hope- 
less field. Their distance of 2660.1 miles 
for 142 hours, which is 77 miles behind 
the record of 2737.1 miles made last 
year by McFarland and Moran, gives 
no adequate idea of a race which, for 
broken records, broken precedents and 
breker. teams, has been the most excii- 
ing ever seen at the Garden.

President Robison of the Car- 
dinals is expected to leave his home 
in Cleveland Sunday for the scene of 
battle, and Roger Bresnahan, the Car- 
‘dinals’ leader, will probably go along 
with him. 

The hotels where the meetings wil! 
take place will be swarmed with base- 
ball men for four or five days. Six- 
teen magnates are to be on hand with 
their 16 managers. A dozen secreta- 
ries, many players and fans, besides 
the League presidents, will be there. 

The election of a National League 
president !s of vital importance because 
the American League, or rather, its 
president, Ban Johnson, has declared he 
will not act as a member of the Na- 
tional Commission should John M. Ward 
be elected to head the National body. 
Ward's election to that office would 
also place him on the Commission. 
Johnson has an old grudge against 
Ward because he believes Ward worked 
against the success of the American 
League in its early days. . 

If the National League re-elects John 
Heydler as leader, then the American 
League wiil continue to act in peace. 
Heydier seems to have no faults. From 
all that «an be learned, he is too hon- 
est a dan for the job. The National 
Le @ magnates are quarreling among 

Steg: because they are jealous and 





money mad. Possibly some member 
among them will have enough power 
and understanding to bring harmony 
out of the chaos. If not, a baseball 
war might take place in the near fu- 
ture, which wouldn't hurt the game one 
bit and would probably serve to teacn 
some of the overjealous magnates a 
costly but a good lesson. 

Murphy of Chicago, Brush of New 
York, Ebbetts of Brooklyn and proba- 
bly Fogel of Philadelphia are for John 
Ward as the next president.

The National League seems to favor 
a longer season, lengthening the sched- 
ule from 154 to 168 games.

The American League magnates seem 
against such a plan, and yet, according 
to the National agreement, they should 
coincide on this matter, so trouble be- 
tween the two may arise there. The 
schedules must be the same, in order 
to dovetail them in such a way as to 
avoid conflicts in cities where there are 
two clubs.

RECORD SCORES ON ALLEYS 
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Luck Has Probably Hélped to Make 
Many a Record on the Bowling Alley 











Local Experts Differ on Power 
of Fortune in Rolling Up 
Big Counts. 


lucky to get good scores? is a 

question that has been brought 
up by local bowlers, Spencer L. Drake, 
president of the St. Louis Tenpin Bowl- 
ing Association says that for one to gée' 
really high scores he must have a cer- 
tain amount of lick. George Qualey, 
another local bowler, took the opposite 
view and declared that luck is not an 
element of good bowling. 

When a bowling ball hits the 1—3 per- 
fectly a strike should result, the ball 
carrying the No, 1—8—5 and No. 9 pins 
and the pins, in falling, knocking down 
the remainder. It is argued that if the 
i—3 is hit perfectly with medium speec 
then all the pins on the alley must fall 
down. Still time after time bowlers are 
willing to wager that they, have hit the 
1—3 right, but because of “‘breaks’’ in 
luck did not get a strike, possibly leav- 
ing one pin standing on a corner. 

Jules Schmitt, considered the best 
bowler in St. Louis this year, left one 
pin up time after time on what looked 
to be perfect hits during the first gam 
in the recent city tournament when his 
five, the Regal Shoe Co. team, was bowi- 
ing what’ proved to be the winning 
score of the tournament. Later, in the 
second and third games, Schmitt kegi 
hitting the No. 1—3 apparently identical- 
ly the same as he had been hitting them 
in the first game, and strikes were pleri- 
tiful.

During the first game some argued 
that Schmitt was shooting too speedy 
a ball and that he was literally hitting 
the pins so hard that they shot straight 
back off the alley without getting a 
chance to fall, and by so doing carry 
the pins. onthe left side of the alley. 
Schmitt has to use a speedy ball to get } 
the pins. If he had let up his speed he 
would not have been able to hit the head 
pin. Schmitt thought he was getting the 
worst of the breaks in luck in that first 
game, and it did seem that he was. 

There is no doubt an element of luck 
enters in a majority of cases, especia!- 
ly to the man who has been getting 
strike afier sirike and then finds that 
all evening he can keep hitting the 
head pin atmest the same way and leave 
a pin standing. Many a time a@ man 
makes a poor hit and gets a strike 
nevertheless by some freak falling of 
the ‘‘wood.’’ Once in a while a pin 
topples forward, getting another pin for 
a “strike.’’ This is luck. 

.erry Ameling last year was consijd- 
ered one of the best tenpin bowlers in 
St. Louis. This season Ameling, with 


the exception of his individual and two- 


men City tournament games, was unable 
to strike his old stride. His average is 
far telow that of last season. But he 
went. Into the City tournament and 
hung up six er the best scores he has 
rolled so fir this year. It would seem 
as though a man who has been unable 
tu choot his best in league games would 
hardly be able to do better when under 
the strain of a city championship event 
and bowling against new ‘‘wood,” which 
is, of course, much harder to “‘get” than 
old pins. 
Drake Wants Luck With Him. 
N talking of the luck of tenpins, 
Drake said: ‘‘xyes, I believe that luck 
plays quite an important part in 
tenpins. I know that in some cases | 
have had lucky breaks, such as avoid-

To Start a Bowling School. 

“In the near future I am going to 
open a bowling school. I am willing to 
wager that I can take a bowler who 
cannot overage over 125 and make his 
average 140 regularly inside of two 
weeks’ time if he will only try to do 
what I tell him. And it won’t be luck, 
either, as luck has nothing to do with 
a good tenpin bowler.”’ 

Some years ago, before they changed 
the rule making it impossible to use any 
ball that weighs over 16 pounds, there 
was not much science to the game. In 
those days it was nothing untommon 
for @ man to use a ball weighing in 
some cases 82 pounds, The ball was s0 
heavy that. the idea was merely to shoot 
it straight down the center of the al- 
ley, hit the head pin square in the nose 
and the impact with the pins would not 
turn it to either side. As a result, it 
would go straight through and carry at 
of the pins.

AT INDIANAPOLIS 


Sanction for Meet on New Brick 
Track Given for Dec. 17 and 18 
and Big Events Promised. 


The dates for the record trials at the 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway, Friday 
and Saturday, Dee. 17 and 18, were 
granted by the A. A. A. Everything is 
now ready for the battle of the stal- 
warts with the marks that have stood 
for some time, and on the coming days 
Indianapolis will again be the foremost 
city in the motor racing world. 


With auspicious ceremony and ap- 
pointment the last brick for the brick 
track of the Motor Speedway, which 
has cost over $700,000 to complete, will 
be laid. This will be a solid silver gold- 
plated brick weighing 8 pounds troy 
and it will be fastened to the surface. 

With the granting of the sanction 
the date is permanent, and the pro- 
gram for the meeting is being ar- 
ranged, and will include events for cars 
of Class 1, 450 to 600 cubic inches; Class 
2, 301 to 460 cubic inches; Class 3, 281 to 
801 cubic inches; Class 4, 161 to 2%1 cubic 
inches; Class 5, 161 cubic inches and un- 
der.

The list of events will include the one- 


quarter mile, the one-half mile, the kilo- 
meter, the one mile, the five mile, the 
ten mile, the 20 mile, the 50 mile and the 
100 mile, also trials for one hour’s run- 
ning. Records will be gone after in all 
these events, and it is thought that 
there will be but few if any left when 
the star drivers get a good chance on 
the new brick surface. 

Practically all of the best known of 
the fast race drivers will be at the track 
with their cars to compete in the events, 
The trials will begin at 1 p. m. Friday 
and on Saturday Director of Conests 
Moross will send the cars away at high 
noon.

The city filed an answer in which Jo- 
seph P. Leggett, the Mayor, and J. D. 
Perkins, counsel for the city in the wa- 
ter litigation, stated the city intended 
no actions against the company further 
than the injunction suit pending in the 
Circuit Court. 

Judge Philips heard the Federal suit 
Thursday and held that Leighton had 
the right to remove the plant or do any- 
thing else with it that pleased him. 

The news of the decision was received 
in Carthage Thursday night. The citi- 
zens did not believe Leighton would 
close the plant and put the city at the 





precautions against disease are being 
taken, and City Physician W'ebster be- 
lieves that if. his instructions are car- 
ried out there will be nw epidemic.

To remedy conditions, every laborer in 
the city 1s employed, ana nundreds of 
citizens are themselves working in the 
ditches, laying water pipes and making 
connections with bus'ness houses and 
residences. The pipes through the 
business district and a smal! portion of 
the residence district have been in place 
several days, and these were filled with 
weter late Saturday by the municipal 
plant. 

The Jasper County Courthouse, the 
larger residences and all buildings heat- 
ed by steam have been untenable since 
the water famine, as there has been no 
pressure for heating plants. The great- 
er part of the residences and business 
houses, however, are heated by natural 
gas. 

Mayor Leggett today appointed a 
large force of men to patrol the streets 
throughout the city to aid in extin- 
suishing and fire which might start.

A jury in Judge McElhinney’s di- 
vision of the St. Louis County Circuit 
Court at Clayton late yesterday re- 
turned a verdict for the defendants 
in the suit of E. Cc.

1893. 

The pfaintift, in suing for his

pany was owned by the eight stock- 
holders named as defendants, and 
that the sale was fraudulent for that 
reason, 

The defendants were M. E. Kings- 
land, E. C. Robbins, H. B. Scannell, 
George Kemplan, Eugene Benoist, F. 
Kuhn.,.Charles K. Ramsey and Charles 
A. Baker. 

The Kingsland Realty Co, is still in 
existence, but is not actively en- 
gaged in business now, according to 
Terpenning.

But the most wonderful 
of such machines is simplicity iteelf in comparison witn the vegetable or 
animal organism.

There is something stronger and more marvelous, and that 
is the being which makes use of this vital force as its’ tool or instrument.

How long it lived in peace no one knows. What 
was its end no one knows. In the eighth centu:;

The wind swept the sand up from the Sahara. 
It sifted over the mosaic pavements, it filled the 
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the suburbs remaining still buried, and it has 
just been photographed. Some of these photo- 
graphs are reproduced herewith. The beauty of 
its architecture, the richness of its mosaics, the 
size and quality of the baths and sewers in tne 
private houses, tell their ~wn tale of the luxury 
of the people who lived there in the second cen- 
tury. 

One of the most beautiful monuments in the city 
is a triumphal arch, the inscriptions on which 
bear the date 171 A. D. Its fluted Corinthian 
columns, its frieze, cornices and entablature had 
been thrown down, but its reconstruction was not 
at all difficult. From it ran a broad and well- 
paved triumphal way through the city, and the 
flagstones of this still bear the ruts that were 
made by the wheels of the heavy chariots which 
rolled up this avenue in the days of Marcus 
Aurelius. :

now he is a distinet class of criminal. It was 
when he first began operating in bands that he 
got his present name. Tales of the Indians are 
still read with eager interest in Paris. Here they 
constitute what our own dime novel, dear to boy- 
hood, does, or used to do, in America. Two ban 
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designate all the bands of street criminals, irre- 
spective of the names, often as picturesque, that 
they choose for themselves. :

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Robed as sudges, Boldly 
Entered the Civil Courts at 
Berlin, Forged Orders for 
the Payment of Large Sums 
by Litigants and Then Went 
Blithely Out and Collected 
the Money 


T LAST the Prussian army has been averged. 
When the cobbler Voigt made his famous 
attack on the Town Hall of Koepenick he 

dressed himeelf in the second-hand uniform of a 
captain of a guard regiment, and in this disguise 
imposed upon the detachment of troops with 
which he carried out his predatory purpose. And 
civilian scoffers declared that it was only the 


fetish power of the military uniform that had — 


blinded the eyes of all and sundry to his unsol- 
dierly bearing, his coarse features and his obvious 
lack of culture and refinement. | 

But now the Prussian army was been avenged, 
for a crime almost as ingenious in its conception, 
and as spirited in its execution, as the immortal 
coup of Koepenick hes been practiced on the 
guardians of civil order in the very halls of jus- 
tice themse)ves, beneath ‘he shadow of the mas- 
sive structure of the Berlin Police Pres'dency, and 
through the instrumentality of the official garb 
of the highest officers of the law. 

With a brazen impudence, which it is diff:cult 
te know whether more to admire or condemn, the 
perpetrators walked into the rooms of the judger 
at the Civil Courts, and, having thrown over their 
shoulders the solemn robes of the learned breth- 
ren, sat calmly down to exercise ceftain judicial 
functions which could be exploited for iheiz own 
jmmediate benefit.

the courts in judges’ robes. However that may 
be, the three adventurers, under the generalship of 
Luedke, now sought out one of the rooms where 
the preliminary examination of cases is gone into 
and where there were cupboards full of papers 
telling, in superfluous detail, the story of many a 
human tragedy, comedy and farce. A few dozen 


~ bundles were taken out at random, and the trio, 


grouped around the table, were soon absorbed in 
an examination ofthe various documents. 
Now and then an attendant darted in uncere- 
moniously, and, seeing, as he thought, three 
judges still deeply engaged in unraveling some 
knotty legal point, stammered a confused apology 
for his intrusion, and beat a hasty retreat... Oc- 
casionally a charwoman, prowling round for her 
daily quantum of dust and waste paper, put her 
inquisitive nose in at the door. She was swiftly 
sent packing with that h borean vigor of repri- 
mand which is seen in its finest flower in the 
Prussian official. | 
Meanwhile, ow spurious judges were hard at 
work. They first possessed «hemselves of the 
names of the principal parties to some score of 
cases which they had under their hands. Next—

mand from litigants contributions towards the 
judicial expenses already incurred in thein-suits. 
These were filled in with names and addresses 
taken from the bundles of papers, and with sums 
as large as the circumstances of the suit would 
possibly permit, subscribed with imaginary signa- 
tures, and impressed with the official stamp. 
There still remained a difficulty which, to less 
resourceful minds might have proved insurmount- 
able—how was the money to be collected? But 
our heroes were not for one moment at a loss. On 
official paper an order was drawn up in official 
language conferring on the bearer power to ex- 
ecute the warrants of the court, and that magic 
symbol, the official stamp, was imprinted also 
upon this. 

All was now in readiness, so the enterprising 
three doffed their judicial garments and strolled 
innocently out into the street, no doubt wishing 
the attendants and police on duty a very good 
evening as they passed them by. To give them- 
selves the necessary professional appearance, 


which was advisable to account for their presence 


in the courts at that advanced hour of the after- 
noon, they carried away under their arms a num- 
ber of valuable law tomes, which were disposed of 
at the nearest second-hand boox shop. 

All that remained was to collect from the un- 
suspecting litigants the sums they had levied upon 
them, and here they seem to have acted with less 
circumspection: than in the earlier part of their 
undertaking, for the police somehow got on to 
their track, and the’adventurous three are now 
safely under lock and key. 

After they had been apprehended it developed 
that they had operated in other cities before at- 
tempting Berlin. At Leipzig they gained access 
to the Provincial Court by posing as “referendars”’ 
and forged orders for legal costs, collected on 
them and disappeared with the money. At Bonn, 
Elberfeld and Dusseldorf they secured several 
hundred marks from lawye:s to whom they pre- 
sented forms, apparently properly executed, pur- 
porting to come from a Berlin official, requiring 
the payment of Various ‘charges. . 

A development of their operations at Leipzig 
occurred when a porter who had been deceived by 
their disguises into allowing them access to the 
court chambers, took the disgrace of being hood- 
winked by them so much to heart that he hanged 
himself. | 

A certain amount of jealousy seems to have 
been aroused in the breasts of the criminal fra- 
ternity of Germany by the bold acts of these three 
impostors, for within the week two other incidents 
little less daring, and even more successful, since 
the perpetrators ' ave not yet been captured, were 
carried out. 

When the police staff of Koeniggs Wusterhausen, 
a small borough to the South of Berlin, appeared 
at their headquarters a few mornings after the 
incident at the Civil Courts they were greeted 
by @ spectacle which is described as deeply mor- 
tifying to their professional pride.: The strict 
order, so dear to the German official mind, had 
given place to a condition bordering on chaos.

- ¢hance to rést and recuperate by “catching up’ on the hours for sleep that have been lost and by allowing his digestive organs a good 
aud wholesome day of absolute rest and inactivity, His abuse consists in the excessive eating of heavy, highly seasoned and indigestible sub- 
stances which from their very character would cause a good deal of trouble if taken in small amounts, not to speak of the phyeleal distress (prin- 
cipally gastric) whith ensues when they are taken in large amounts. This over-indulgence gets the better of even the most conservative on holi-

ee time + eg all caution to the winds in so far as their moral sense of proportion of their capacity to take care of ™ product of gastronomy
